Among these 
were the lighting 
fix­ 
tures and an art glass for the center 
of the ceiling 
The church 
auditorium has 
i>een 
very 
greatly improved. 
The 
walls 
and ceiling have been frescoed in sev­ 
eral tint* 
which blend 
beautifully. 
The 
windows, which 
were 
secured 
from H. B Hankinson, who also did 
the fredoing are in perfect taste, and 
this firm thrOQghout 
has fully sus­ 
tained the reputation which prompted 
the 
church council 
to place in 
its 
bands 
the contract. 
Mr. Hankinson 
contnbuted four windows which are to 
be 
placed in 
the vestibule 
of the 
church. 
The floor covering 
is a new green 
carpet, and the entire auditorium pre­ 
sents a fresh and beautiful appearance 
which will he u delight to the congre­ 
gate n and others who worship there 
for year* to come.

which were well attended were digni­ 
fied in character ami without the per­

REWARD FOR 
AUTO THIEF 


Dr Edmund VV. Meisenhelder, pro­ 
bably the oldest practicing physician 
in York county, died suddenly aliout 
IO o’clock Saturday morning in the t 
ri*om of a patient. 
His end came in 
the presence of a son, Dr. Edmund 
VV. Meisenhelder Jr., and Dr. E. D. j 
Sterner, York. 
Death resulted from 
heart failure, thought to have been 
brought on by over work. 
Dr. Meisenhelder was in his sev­ 
enty-fifth year. 
He leaves his wife, 
three sons, Rev. Robert Meisenhelder, 
pastor of Trinity Lutheran church, 
Harrisburg; Dr. E. VV. Meisenhelder, 
Jr., 
and 
Samuel B. Meisenhelder, 
United Stat**s com rrfi s s inner in York, 
and a daughter, Miss Mary E . at 
home. 
Dr. Meisenhelder entered the pre­ 
paratory department of Gettysburg 
College, in 1869. 
He was admitted 
to the freshman class in i860 and di­ 
vided the freshman scholarship with 
two of his classmates. 
In b u junior 
year he took the Massier gold medal 
for proficiency in Latin, literature, 
and composition, and graduated at the 
head of his class in 
the 
following 
year. 
In the summer of 1863, duting the 
invasion of Pennsylvania which cul­ 
minated in the battle of Gettysburg.* 
he enlisted in Company A, Twenty- 
sixth Pennsylvania Volunteer militia. 
In 
the summer 
of 1864, 
after his 
graduation, he enlisted in Company 
D, Two Hundred and Tenth regiment, 
Pennsylvania 
volunteers, 
and 
was 
sent to the front with his regiment. 
As 
regimental 
quartermaster 
ser­ 
geant, and later on as a second lieu­ 
tenant of Company D, he took part 
in Grant'* final campaign in front of 
Petersburg, and was present at the 
surrender of Lee's worn and wasted 
battalions. With the close of the war 
he was 
honorably 
discharged 
and 
took up the study of medicine, hi* 
lifelong work. 
After a full course, 
supplemented by two summer courses, 
he was graduated 
from 
Jefferson 
Medical college in the spring of 1868.

Brodbeck 
left 
for 
Washington from his home in Hanover 
Sunday to be present for the opening 
of Congress to-day. 
He expects to take up at once tho 
bill he introduced 
during the. 
extra 
session providing for the designation 
of the Lincoln Highway from coast to 
coast as a post road. 
The Congress­ 
man introduced this bill on May 25th 
and at that time 
stated that he be­ 
lieved it was necessary for the Gov­ 
ernment to make provisions for means 
of transportation other than by rail 
from the fact that there was likely 
to become a congestion of freight on 
the railroad lines. 
Mr. Brodbeck calls attention to the 
fact that this congestion in railways 
now exists and that immediate steps 
must be taken to relieve this, and in 
his opinion 
it will be 
accomplished 
through the Government taking over 
some main highways for military pur­ 
poses. 
He believes that by doing this 
army truck train roads from the south 
and west could be soon estaldished for 
the movement of war supplies to the 
seaboard. 
The production 
of 10,000 
motor 
trucks is now tieing considered by the 
Government, most of them to be de­ 
voted to train Work, but it may be sev­ 
eral months before 
the new system 
could be put under full operation. 
In Mr. Brodbeck’* bill providing for 
the designation of the Lincoln High­ 
way as a Post Road, the passage of tho 
bill would carry with it the granting 
of appropriations 
from the National
